It was seconded by 
Theresa Taylor. This would decrease the budget to $996,498.00. 

The first paper ballot vote was Yes 118 and No 26. Voted and passed by voice vote. 
Following Articles 3 and 5 it was discovered that an error was made counting the 
yes/no ballots by the supervisors of the checklist. Propose amended article 2 was 
voted on a second time by paper ballot, Article 2 as written, was voted on by paper 
ballot 77 Yes and 47 No. 

The Article passed. 


ARTICLE 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred twenty-one 
thousand, six hundred seven dollars ($221,607) for payments into the following Capital 
Reserve Funds as follows:

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of sixty-five thousand, nine 
hundred dollars ($65,900) to replace outdated equipment for the fire department. 


The motion was made by Terry Straight and seconded by Ruth Hook. 

Terry Straight explained that the radios are 10 years old and the hoses are 30 years 
old. Turnout gear has to be replace every 10 years. The article passed by voice vote. 
At this time Sarah Putnam, Supervisor of the Checklist explained the mistake on 
Article 2. (See Art. 2) 


ARTICLE 4. 

To see if the town will vote to establish a Fire Department Equipment Capital Reserve 
Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for Fire Department Equipment and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-three thousand dollars $23,000 to be placed in this fund. 
Further, to name the Selectboard as agents to expend from said fund. 


The motion was made by Terry Straight and seconded by Peter Dooley. After a 
discussion a voice vote was made in the affirmative. The article passed. 


ARTICLE 6. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand, three 
hundred twenty dollars ($10,320) to conduct a 2015 statistical update of all property 
values as required by NH State Law and authorize the withdrawal of ten thousand, three 
hundred and twenty dollars ($10,320) from the Reappraisal Capital Reserve Fund. 


The motion was made by Peter Dooley and seconded by Jim McGoff. The article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thousand dollars 
($7,000) to replace the police department vehicle and to authorize the withdrawal of 
seven thousand dollars ($7,000) from the Town of Orford Police Cruiser Capital Reserve 
Fund. 


The motion was made by Terry Straight and seconded by Jesse Reed. This article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($75,000) for the replacement of Grimes Hill Road Bridge and to authorize the 
withdrawal of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) from the Town of Orford Bridges 
and Roads Capital Reserve Fund. 


The motion was made by Ruth Cserr and seconded by Sylvia Paxton. John Adams 
said there are four bridges in town that are red listed. After a discussion the article 
passed. 


ARTICLE 9. 

To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the existing Town of 
Orford/Tractor/Mower Capital Reserve Fund established in 1992 to the Town of 
Orford/Cemetery Mower/Building Capital Reserve Fund. 


The motion was made by Roger Hadlock and seconded by Jim McGoff. The article 
passed by more than two-thirds voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate six thousand, five hundred dollars 
($6,500) to purchase a new mower for the Cemetery Commission with an extended 
warranty. To authorize the withdrawal of up to six thousand, five hundred dollars 
($6,500) from the Town of Orford/Tractor Mower Capital Reserve Fund (Cemetery 
Mower/Building Capital Reserve Fund). 


The motion was made by Ruth Cserr and seconded by Paul Goundrey. The article 
passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) to replace the Backhoe-Loader. To authorize the withdrawal of up to 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) from the Town of Orford/Backhoe-Loader 
Capital Reserve Fund and authorize the Selectboard to dispose of the current backhoe- 
loader. 


The motion was made by Rhoe Pillsbury and seconded by Alan Bean. This article 
was passed by voice vote. Roger Hadlock, Road Agent said the backhoe is 14 years 
old and has many issues. Mr. Hadlock suggests we buy a new one instead of putting 
any more money into the present backhoe. Thomas Thomson would like to put this 
off or another year. Jim McGoff and Robb Day felt that we should fix the one we 
have now. The article passed by a voice vote. | 


ARTICLE 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety thousand, five 
hundred and thirty dollars ($90,530) to pave from the intersection of Indian Pond Road 
on Archertown Road west towards Town Road #100 or other projects as approved by the 
Selectboard. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI. 


$75,000 was appropriated last year for this paving, it was never done. Paul 
Goundrey made a motion to pass over the article and it was seconded by Jim 
McGoff. 

Thomas Thomson stated that we should pave from June 1“ until Sept. 15" to avoid 
the frost. The article was passed over. 


ARTICLE 13. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) from accumulated earnings in the Lenore Niles Trust Fund for the purpose of 
improving community facilities and sponsoring organizations or individuals of Orford 
with financial aid for opportunities that otherwise might be unattainable. 


Ann Green made a motion to pass over the article, it was seconded by Roger 
Hadlock. 


ARTICLE 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred fifty-three 
dollars ($553) to participate in the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission household hazardous waste collection.3 


The motion was made by Bruce Schwaegler and seconded by Peter Dooley. The 
article passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand, eight 
hundred dollars ($2,800) to be deposited into the Tree Care and Replenishment 
Expendable Trust Fund. 


The motion was made by Jesse Reed and seconded by Ruth Hook. The article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) to be deposited into the 250" Celebration Expendable Trust established in 2012 
Article 6. 


The motion was made by Eva Daniels and seconded by Ruth Hook. The article 
passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17. 
To see if the Town is in favor of the placement of a bandstand at the north end of the east 
common on Route 10. 


The motion was made by Brad McCormack and seconded by Peter Dooley. The 
article passed by voice vote. Brad McCormack said no tax payer money would be 
used to build this bandstand. John O’Brien said the common would be a good place 
to put the bandstand. Robb Thomson is in favor of the bandstand but does not think 
the north or east end of the common is a good place to put the bandstand. 


ARTICLE 18. (Petition Article) 

To see if Voters of Orford New Hampshire will join the 56 towns thus far in New Hampshire 
and numerous towns in 16 other states, including all of the New England states, in calling upon 
congress to move forward to constitutional amendment that 1) clarifies that constitutional 
rights were established for people, not corporation, unions, or other artificial entities and 2) 
guarantees the right of our elected representatives and of the American people to safeguard fair 
elections through authority to regulate political spending. 

Further, the Voters of Orford call upon the New Hampshire Congressional delegation, as our 
elected representatives, to support such a constitutional amendment and the New Hampshire 
Legislature to support such an amendment once it is approved by Congress and sent to the 
State for ratification. 

Finally, within thirty days of the vote, the Orford Selectboard shall transmit the record of the 
vote approving this article by written notice to Orford’s New Hampshire Congressional 
delegation and Orford’s State Legislators informing them of the instructions from their 
constituents. 


A motion was made by Ruth Cserr and second by Sylvia Paxton. After a brief discussion 
a hand vote was taken. 64 hands there were 30 Yes and 34 No. The article did not pass. 


ARTICLE 19. 

To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Committees heretofore chosen and to pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

There were no reports.

To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

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Selectboard Budget Report 


The proposed 2016 operating budget for the Town of Orford is $1,011,904, which is 
down 3.3% or $35,595, from 2015. Most of the items in the 2016 operating budget are 
level funded or decreased from the previous year. The major decrease in the Police 
Department budget of 28.8% is due to cutting the second police officer position. This 
results in a savings of approximately $60,000. Article 4 is on the warrant to give the 
Town the option of replacing this position. The elections budget is up 12.7% due to 
primary and presidential elections this year. 


Comparison of 2015 and 2016 
Non-capital reserve warrant articles raising new revenue are down from a total of 


$187,783 in 2015 to $139,800 in 2016, a decrease of 26%. If Article 4, raising $60,000 
for a second police officer is not approved, the total of Non-capital reserve warrant 
articles would be $79,800 a drop of $107,983 or an approximately 57% decrease from 
2015. 


If the proposed operating budget and all warrant articles raising funds for capital reserves 
and new revenue are passed, the total would be $1,358,411, down 6.7% from last year’s 
total of $ $1,455,888. If Article 4, raising $60,000 is not approved, the total drops to 
$1,298,411, a decrease of -$157,477, or 16.8% from 2015.

With the help of Town employees, this year the Town changed insurance plans to reduce 
costs, resulting in a projected savings of approximately -$10,000. In addition the Board 
met with Town employees and is discussing an increase in the employee health insurance 
contributions from 5% to 10%. Employee pay increases varied from level to increases of 
approximately 1%. 


Following recommendations of the Long Range Planning Committee, $5,000 for 
engineering expenses has been added to help to determine the structural repair needs of 
the town offices for future budgeting purposes and for potential engineering costs for 
unexpected bridge damage. The Selectboard has notified the School District that the rent 
for the use of the Community Field will be increasing next year, and that that we intend 
to work with the District to revise the contract to ensure it covers actual costs and 
includes future rate increases.

The Selectboard would like to thank the members of the Budget Advisory Committee, 
Department personnel, those persons responsible for budget cost centers within the 
budget, the Long Range Planning Committee through their report, and members of public 
who participated in the budgeting process and provided ideas for making substantial 
reductions in this years requested appropriations. 
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Selectboard Report 


Following up on last year, the Selectboard has continued to focus on bridges and roads. 
The Newcomb Hollow Bridge was completed and inspected and signed off on by all 
parties as being complete. After seeing marked deterioration, the Grimes Hill Road 
Bridge was closed earlier in the year and the replacement is now nearing completion. 
This leaves two additional bridges, Archertown Road over Jacobs Brook and Town Road 
100 over Archertown Brook, in need of repair. Additionally, many of the town’s culverts 
have been replaced. 


On the employee front, the town filled the open highway position by hiring Tim Taylor 
who had filled in during the plowing season last winter. Thank you to both Larry Taylor 
and Tim Taylor for filling in last winter and welcome aboard Tim. It should also be noted 
that the town employees had significant input helping the Selectboard choose a new 
health plan that results in major savings to the town. Unfortunately, Officer Ken Schaffer 
chose to go in a different direction and has left the Police Department. This does put the 
town in a position to decide whether to continue with a two person department. 


In conjunction with the Fire Department, the Selectboard, in keeping with the purchasing 
policy, authorized the purchase of a new firetruck. Our hope is to take delivery of this 
vehicle by town meeting. Our thanks go out to Fire Chief Terry Straight for all the time 
and effort he has put into this purchase. 


The Selectboard has worked with the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Commission to further refine the Orford Floodplain Ordinance. Our hope is that these 
improvements will help people understand what is required to meet permitting 
requirements. 


Other notable events in town were the 250" celebration, the opening of the new Orford 
Heritage Center, and a summer concert series run by the Bandstand Committee, all of 
which were very well attended. A sincere thank you to all who contributed their time and 
energy to these events. Please take note that the Town of Orford runs largely on the 
efforts of volunteers who graciously give their time for the betterment of the town, from 
Libraries to cemeteries to parks and playgrounds. If there is an area where you might 
contribute, your efforts will be greatly appreciated.

The majority of the Budget Committee does not support the Selectboard’s 
budget. As a result of participation and direction from the community during two 
public hearings and numerous meetings, the Budget Committee crafted 
appropriations keeping in mind what is reasonably affordable by the public. 
However, at the conclusion of the process the Selectboard determined to put 
forward a dissimilar budget totaling $1,011,903 in Article 2. This is $33,824 higher 
than that authored by the Budget Committee, $978,079. 


For your comparison, where our figures below differ from the Selectboard’s 
Article 2, they are underlined and in bold to the right of the Department. Also, 
please refer to the included Table: Article 2 - Detail of Recommended Figures. 


The Budget Committee’s majority recommend the Town of Orford adopt a 
2016 budget of $978,079 as follows:

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Orford Police Department’s mission is to provide professional and compassionate police service 
through partnerships that build trust, reduce crime, create a safe environment and enhance the quality of 
life in our community. 


To fulfill that mission, we have an uncompromising insistence on quality individuals who believe in the 
following core values: Integrity, Respect, Fairness and Excellence. 


In an effort to address the Police Department budget following Officer Schaffer’s resignation in June, it 
was agreed that the second officer position would not be filled at that time. I continue to support this 
decision until such time as the call volume increases to a level that is deemed unmanageable for one 
officer working 40 hours a week and New Hampshire State Police coverage thereafter. Residents need to 
understand that there may be an extended wait for NHSP if Orford Police are not on duty.

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ORFORD FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Our mission continues to be community focused—t is to protect the life, property, and environment of our local 
communities and visitors with trained professionals and compassionate personnel. 


We have a current membership roster of 15 well-trained fire and medical personnel. This past year, one of the 
certified level 1 firefighters went on to become a certified level 2 firefighter. He put in many additional hours 
of classroom training along with hands-on training to become a level 2 firefighter. Another certified level 1 
firefighter became an EMT. At no cost to the town. Here is the current roster of the department: 


9 certified firefighters (5 are level 1; 3 are level 2; 1 is level 3) 

4 EMT (1 is an AEMT as well as the chief fight nurse for DART) 
1 paramedic 

All members are CPR/AED certified 


We had 9 members attend a 2-day pump class that was hosted by the State of New Hampshire at the Orford Fire 
Department. We had 7 members attended a 2-day training in Vermont in May. 


We are anxiously awaiting the arrival of our new truck, which was voted on at the 2014 town meeting and 
ordered in January 2015. 


We were not awarded an AFG grant in 2015; however, we did make it through all of the qualifying rounds until 
they ran out of funds. We have reapplied for another AFG grant along with one from the Mascoma Savings 
Bank. We are waiting for the final decisions. We were awarded a grant from the State of New Hampshire. 


The members of the Department would like to thank the Town of Orford, the Orford Select Board, Police 
Department, and the Highway Department for all of their help and support. A special thank you to our Town 
Administrator, Sheri Clifford, who provided us with a tremendous amount of help and support over the last 
year. 


Please dial 911 in the event of any emergencies. The members of the Orford Fire Department would like to 


remind you that we are on call 24/7, 365 days a year. We are here to serve the community. We are always looking 
for new, dedicated members. If you have a desire to serve and help your community, please contact the 
Department. Stop by the fire station on the first Monday of the month when we have monthly meetings, or the 
third Monday of the month when we have our monthly training. Stay up-to-date with Department news by 
following us on Facebook @ Orford NH. Fire Department. 


We had a busy 2015 with a record number of calls. We responded to 6 multiple alarm fires, including the Britton

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


2015 began with a blast of early snow, snow and more snow. Old man winter hung in for the 
long haul. Spring finally came, along with the highways new backhoe-loader. The Highway 
Dept. would like to thank you for this purchase. It’s a nice machine and has been working well. 


Twenty-eight culverts were replaced on various roads, ditches cleaned out, roads were graded, 
and material added where needed, brush was cut back and a number of large trees were taken 
care of. Road side mowing was completed at a $3,100 savings compared to years past. Several 
drainage problem areas in town were tended to. Two of the biggest accomplishments were 
putting a five inch lift of new material on the east end of Upper Baker Pond Road along with 
drainage and magnesium chloride for dust and compaction control. The projects went well, but 
we still need to do the west half to Piermont Heights Road this coming year. 


The Highway Dept. brought on Tim Taylor full time in April which has worked well. We’ve had 
a very productive year and able to complete a lot of road maintenance. In our overall budget I 
was able to save 1.37% or $4,405.56 which goes back to the general fund. 


In closing, I would like to thank everyone that helped the Highway Dept. in any way throughout 
the year, and a special thanks the Highway Crew, Malcolm Godfrey and Tim Taylor, for their 
24/7 dedication to the Town of Orford Highway Dept. We look forward to working with you all 
in 2016.

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ORFORD FREE LIBRARY 


The Free Library had a successful year in 2015. We are pleased to be able to offer a wide variety of services 
and that our patrons actively accessed these. During the year we had 2091 patron visits and 3706 items were borrowed 
from the library. 

The library held events for adults, children and families throughout the year. These included: a book discussion 
series focused on trees with an introductory event on tree identification led by John O’Brien and Dave Falkenham; a 
scavenger hunt for Mr. Lemoncello’s Library; the Summer Reading Program “Every Hero Has a Story” with an 
animal hero theme which featured visits by Ray Chin and his therapy dog, Plato, and kittens from the Upper Valley 
Humane Society; our summer bake sale held in a new venue, the Orford Flea Market; a book discussion on Our Last 
Backpack to coordinate with the Historical Society’s walking tour of Quinttown; Halloween pumpkin carving; and our 
annual Holiday Open House. We also have two creation stations- one with Legos and one with scrapbooking and card 
making supplies that can be used at any time. The OFL has joined Ancestry and HeritageQuest to provide our patrons 
with an extensive database for genealogical research. 

Orford’s 250" celebration was an active time for the library and groups associated with it. The ‘Ville Quilters’ 
“Naturally Orford” quilt was presented to the Historical Society and was displayed at the newly opened Heritage 
Center. The Orford Photo Group’s “Then and Now” photo exhibit was also on display at the Heritage Center. A 
memorial bench honoring former librarians, Dot Love, Doloris Dyke and Laura Verry was dedicated at the library at a 
well-attended ceremony. The bench was made and donated by Samuel Butler in memory of his grandparents, Alice 
and John Hodgson. 

We continue to work towards our goal of having a computerized catalog and circulation system and have made 
good progress in this area. We are grateful to the Friends of the Orford Libraries for their financial commitment to this 
major undertaking. Total circulation for 2015 was 4,008. 

As always, we owe a debt of gratitude to our volunteers and those who have contributed books, supplies, 
refreshments and donations. Our annual Volunteer Appreciation event was held in September to honor the efforts of 
these loyal volunteers.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


This year the Emergency Management Committee spent many hours rewriting the towns 
Hazardous Mitigation Plan. Rewriting this plan takes hundreds of man hours. Representatives 
from almost every department in town worked with a hired company to organize and publish the 
final plan. The plan is then submitted to the State of New Hampshire and FEMA for approval. 
The time committed to the development of the Hazardous Mitigation Plan was fully funded by a 
FEMA grant we were awarded. 

Mitigation is the effort to reduce loss of life and property by lessening the impact of disasters. 
The State and Town of Orford engage in hazard mitigation planning to identify natural hazards 
that impact us, identify strategies and activities to reduce any losses from those hazards, and 
establish a coordinated approach to implementing the plan, taking advantage of a wide range of 
resources. Mitigation plans are the key to the town’s efforts to break the cycle of disaster 
damage, reconstruction, and repeated damage. 


e Developing hazard mitigation plans enables the state and town to: 
e Increase education and awareness around threats, hazards, and vulnerabilities; 


e Build partnerships for risk reduction involving government, organizations, businesses, 
and the public; 

e Identify long-term strategies for risk reduction that are agreed upon by stakeholders and 
the public; 

e Identify cost effective mitigation actions, focusing resources on the greatest risks and 
vulnerabilities; 

e Align risk reduction with other state, tribal, or community objectives; and 


e Communicate priorities to potential sources of funding. 


Ultimately, hazard mitigation planning enables action to reduce loss of life and property, 
lessening the impact of disasters. 

Next year the town will rewrite its Emergency Operation Plan. The Emergency Operation Plan 
is developed by the risks and hazards identified in the Hazardous Mitigation Plan and will help 


guide the town departments on how to respond to these types of emergencies. 


I would like to end by thanking everyone for their continued support and work that you have 


done to ensure that the Town of Orford is a safe place for everyone to live.

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PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS COMMITTEE 


The Orford Parks and Playgrounds Committee is responsible for overseeing the maintenance, 
protection, and improvement of the town’s recreational facilities. These areas include the 
community athletic and recreational fields, the town commons on Route 10, the beaches at Indian 
Pond and Upper Baker Pond, and the playground area on boat landing road. The boat landing is no 
longer our responsibility and comes under the operation and supervision of the NH F&G Dept. 


Our year began with the towns annual Green Up Day on the first Saturday in May. We thank all the 
volunteers who donated their time to make 2015 a success and encourage others to volunteer and 
help out this coming spring. We meet at the town office and hand out bags, refreshments, and road 
assignments. Look for details in the spring box holder reminder. 


The swim program at Indian pond continues to be well received and attended. The passes are 
available to Orford residents and taxpayers free of charge and can be picked up at the town 
administrative office. Many thanks to the beach program volunteers and a special thanks to Jody 
Mace, our beach monitor, for a job well done. 


We continue to make improvements to the Community Field. Some of the projects completed in the 
past year include aeration of the field with equipment donated by the Lake Morey Golf course, brill 
seeding on the boys soccer field with equipment donated by Tullando Farm, application of roundup 
to kill weeds and poison ivy, repair of a water line leak and installation of a new frost proof yard 
hydrant. Cracks were sealed, lines repainted, and the fence repaired at the basketball court. Installed 
a soccer kicking wall with donated materials and labor thanks to Weston Knowlton as part of his 
Eagle Scout project. The parking lot was leveled out thanks to Tim Dyke’s donated tractor. We 
strive to keep our fields in top notch condition for the enjoyment of all. Orford’s Community Fields 
are a great source of pride for our town and Rivendell Academy. Thanks to Dick Norman from 
Fairlee for his tireless grooming efforts on the baseball infield. 


Mowing of all our facilities is contracted out to Bill Slayton from River Valley Landscaping as part 
of a bid process. Bill had health problems in midsummer and was unable to continue with the 
mowing. The remainder of his 2015 contract was put out to bid and Tim Godfrey from Fairlee was 
the low bidder. Bill is on the mend and plans on fulfilling the second year of his contract in 2016. 
Thanks to Bill and Tim for their good work. 


As part of our 250" celebration the Community Field hosted an old timer’s softball game and 
fireworks display. A grand time was had by all. Some commented that it was the best fireworks 
display they have ever attended. 


A bandstand has been approved for the East Common. The site work and electrical hookup has been 
completed and construction will begin in the spring. New picnic tables are in the works. 


We have lost a long time and valued member of our committee. Co-Chair Brad McCormack, has 
decided to step down after 17 years on the Committee. Brad deserves a big vote of thanks for his 
many years of devoted service. We would also like to thank K& R Portable Toilets and Floyds 
Rubbish Removal for their services, as well as Tony Patterson for his contributions to clean up day. 
Sheri Clifford and Bill McKee are also big contributors to our success.

PLANNING BOARD 


This year, with the assistance of the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission, and 
together with the Board of Selectmen, the Planning Board reviewed and amended the Orford Flood Plain 
Ordinance. As required by RSA 675.3 II and 675:4 II, and to allow for public input, a public hearing 
was held on November 16, 2015. Also, as required by RSA 675:3 I, a copy of the final draft was placed 
on file at the Orford Town Clerk’s office. Copies of the amended ordinance were made available for 
public review at the Town Office and both public libraries. Adoption of the revised Ordinance will be by 
a town vote in March 2016 Town Meeting. 


Other activities during the year were the approval of four applications for Lot Line Adjustments, one 
application for a Voluntary Merger, one application for an Exemption for Accessory Dwelling, one 
application for a Minor Subdivision, and three requests for Curb Cuts (Driveways). In addition, the 
Board made an annual visit to a property owner’s gravel pit to assure compliance with the Excavation 
Permit. Nate Miller, Executive Director of Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission 
(UVLSRPC) gave an in-service on the reading of survey maps for Board members. This was very well 
received and informative for all. 


As initiated by the Board, the Board of Selectmen convened a committee of elected officials, department 
heads and citizens to assess and determine community facility and infrastructure needs for the next ten- 
twenty years. Meetings were chaired by Orford resident Terry Martin with technical assistance provided 
by UVLRPC. A summary of the Committee’s findings and recommendations may be found in the 
Long-Range Facilities and Services Plan report, copies of which are available at both Libraries and the 
Town Office. 


In early next year, the Board will be convening a committee to initiate a plan to rewrite Orford’s Master 
Plan. This Plan serves to guide the physical development, growth and character of the community. It is a 
community process and includes determining those qualities that Orford citizens value and contribute 
to Orford as a nice community to live. 


The Board is comprised of seven members and three alternates, one of whom unfortunately resigned 
during the year. We thank Rob O’Donnell for his time and interest in serving as an alternate. We 
welcome back Harry Osmer who was reelected and Chase Kling who was elected, each for a three year 
term. Also we thank Melissa Ricker for recording the minutes of meetings and Planning Assistant 
Vickie Davis’s for her technical assistance. Finally, we encourage the public to attend meetings. They 
are held every third Monday at 7pm in the Niles Room of the Town Office.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Orford Conservation Land Project: In 2014 we reported that the Commission had worked 
with Tullando Farm, who farms the Orford Conservation Land, the USDA Natural 
Resources Conservation Service (NRCS) and the Connecticut River Watershed Council 
(CRWC) to jointly develop a project to improve the land. The 2015-2016 project, funded 
through a cost-share contract between NRCS and Tullando Farm and a grant from 
CRWC, includes removal of invasive plants, establishment of a 35 foot wide riparian 
buffer along the river bank, and improvement of the farm road between the upper and 
lower meadows for better access. In late April, Commissioners, assisted by CRWC and 
Nate Tullar, removed about 80 invasive trees and bushes from the riparian buffer area. In 
early May Commissioners were assisted again by CRWC in planting 102 trees and 45 
shrubs in the western edge of the meadow to widen the existing buffer along the river, 
and an additional 40 trees and 10 shrubs within the existing buffer. Nate Tullar supplied 
mulch for the planting and Paul Messer hauled water for all the newly planted trees and 
shrubs. For two days in August, invasive plant contractor Got Weeds removed more 
invasive plants on the property. In 2016 CRWC will help us replace any trees and shrubs 
that didn’t survive the first year and remove the remaining invasive plants. Tullando 
Farm will make the improvements to the farm road. This town owned conserved 
property offers an excellent opportunity to meet the Commission’s objectives of 
educating the public about invasive plants, including their economic and ecological 
impacts; options for restoring native species and habitats; and restoring a forested riparian 
buffer along the 1,000 foot riverbank to prevent erosion and improve wildlife habitat. 


Mason Pond Project: In 2015 the Commission continued the work begun in the fall of 
2014 to help conserve 149 acres of the old “Billy Brown Farm” in Quinttown that we call 
the Mason Pond Project. This is a joint effort between current landowners David and 
John Bischoff, the Upper Valley Land Trust (UVLT) and the Conservation Commission. 
The property includes significant natural and cultural resources as well as a section of 
Mason Pond, the only public pond in Orford that is not currently developed. The 
ecological diversity of the property is impressive, as are the scenic views. Through the 
generosity of local citizens, UVLT and the Bischoff’s, as well as a significant grant from 
the New Hampshire Land and Community Heritage Investment Program, as of December 
31, 2015, we were within $6,500 of the total funding needed to acquire and permanently 
conserve this important property for the Town of Orford. This conservation effort is 
expected to be completed in the spring of 2016. 


Other 2015 Activities: monitored easement parcels; conducted a bird walk at the Orford 
Conservation Land; renewed a License Agreement with Tullando Farm to farm the 
Orford Boat Landing property; sponsored the annual Orford Outdoors Photo Contest; 
installed an information kiosk at the Orford Conservation Land; reviewed wetland permit 
applications; conducted water testing; and co-sponsored with the Orford Historical 
Society the “Exploring Quinttown’s Secrets” Fall Walking Tour.

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THE NILES TRUST FUND COMMITTEE 


The Niles Trust Fund was established in 1990 following a generous bequest of $50,000 to 
the Town of Orford made by Mrs. Eleanor (Harry) Niles. Both Mrs. Niles and her 
husband, Harry, developed a fondness for Orford and its citizens following their move to 
town in 1950. They made this bequest to the town to be used for activities and 
opportunities that will be of benefit to Orford residents. 


In 2015, the Committee met six times and reviewed and approved three applications 
requesting funds for a total of $1300. They were $500 for a soccer kicking wall on the 
Community field requested and to be constructed by an Orford resident as an Eagle Scout 
project, $500 for the Orford Photo Club whose members planned to take photos of 
historic homes and sites throughout town for exhibit at the grand opening of the Town 
Hall Heritage Center, and $300 to enable an Orford Rivendell student to participate in the 
US Army National Combine in San Antonio Texas. In addition, a pledge of $15,000 was 
approved as a seed grant to support the construction of a bandstand on the northeast 
Orford Common. 


The Committee encourages Orford residents, special committees and organizations to 
please consider applying for funding of special needs or activities, which will ultimately 
benefit the town and its residents. Applications may be obtained on the Orford website or 
Town Office.

CEMETERY COMMISSION 


Orford’s cemeteries have been level funded for the past several years; hence larger items 
on the list have not been completed. This includes fencing and monument repairs. 


A new primary mower was purchased and is being used primarily at the West Cemetery. 
This purchase was done under budget. The old one, being of seven years and no trade- 
in value, is being used at the Dame and East Cemeteries until it starts costing us 
excessive repairs. Thanks to a Dame Hill resident agreeing to store a mower assisted in 
eliminating some transporting issues. 


Last winter, our present shed was inundated with several inches of water. It also is much 
too small for our equipment. The site of our proposed new maintenance building, 24 x 
24’, has been prepared, allowing it to settle before construction. This building will not 
affect the taxes of the town, being supported by the mower building and capitol reserve 
funds. The commission asks for your support on Article 8.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L: 17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The ability to obtain fire permits on line was initiated in 2015. 
Approximately 120 towns participated in the online system with over 4,000 permits issued. To 
obtain a permit on line visit www.NHfirepermit.com. The New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-3503 or www.des.nh.gov for 
more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests 
& Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org 


This past fire season burned 661 acres which was the most recorded since 1989 when 629 acres 
burned. The fire season began in early April with the first reported fire occurring on April 8th. 
The largest fire was the 275 acre Bayle Mountain fire in Ossipee. This fire started on May 5 and 
burned for several days. The Bayle Mt. fire was also the largest individual fire in NH in over 25 
years. There were also a number of other sizable fires in May which definitely kept NH’s 
wildland firefighting resources stretched to the limit. These larger fires increased the average 
wildland fire size to 5.12 acres. As usual our higher fire danger days correlated well with the 
days that there were fires actually reported. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers 
continues to operate on Class III or higher fire danger days. Our fire lookouts are credited with 
keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. The towers fire spotting capability was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol 
when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the 
wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. 
Several of the fires during the 2015 season threatened structures, and a few structures were 
burned, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take 
measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space 
around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire 
department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


The Town of Orford had no reported forest fires.

Arthur Dennis to get a burn permit.

ORFORD SOCIAL LIBRARY 


We are pleased to report that the Social Library remains a central and valued community center and 
asset of the Town of Orford. The library delivers literary and information services and remains a 
destination for community meetings and events. It provides free computer and wireless network 
access, and hosts many special events and exhibits. The library continues to facilitate downloadable 
audiobooks and ebooks, interlibrary loan services, public programs, and holds nearly 10,000 books, 
DVDs, CDs, magazines, and historical materials in its collection. In 2015, patronage was 4744, 
circulation up to 5481, and computer usage up to 817. 


2015 saw 53 library programs including adult book discussions, children’s story and activity hours, 
monthly computer help sessions, the Poetry Month postcard in April, and many special events. We 
continue to benefit from grants and local sponsorships that support live events such as two New 
Hampshire Humanities Council programs, summer reading movies, tree decorating, the ever-popular 
Ice Cream Social, and a return of the Witches of Orford at Halloween. We had knitting meetings, 
games nights, an antique watches presentation, and many other programs. There also were various art 
displays in the library and the Orford Artists Group show for the Orford 250" Celebration. 


We are grateful to our dedicated group of 8 regular volunteers and 2 “‘fill-ins” who assist with various 
library tasks, plus the many others who aid with special projects or make donations to keep the library 
attractive and smoothly operating. We thank each for her or his continued interest, time, and support. 
We extend special appreciation to the Friends of the Orford Libraries who maintain their financial 
support of the Social Library, again this year by supporting the electronic card catalog project. The 
electronic card catalog project is joint venture with the Orford Free Library. 


We express our deep appreciation to our Librarian Sandra Gunther for her dedication, diligence, and 
hard work that support the smooth day-to-day operation of the Social Library. 


This year the Orford Social Library welcomes Cassie Brugger and Tom Bubolz to the Board of 
Trustees.

License fee for a puppy (older than 4 months but younger than 7 months) is $6.50 for the first 
year. 


Group Licenses 
The minimum number of dogs required to qualify for a group license is five (5) dogs, and a 
standard fee of $20.00 


Proof of rabies vaccination and altering is required. 
All dogs should be licensed by April 30, 2016 to avoid any penalty. 


If your dog is not licensed with the Town of Orford by May 31, 2016 we will be obligated to 
inform the Orford Animal Control Officer of a violation of RSA 466:1. A civil forfeiture will be 
issued which carries with it a $25.00 fine plus late fees. 


RABIES CLINIC 


An Orford/Fairlee joint Rabies Clinic has been scheduled for Wednesday, March 9, 2016, 
between 6:00 - 7:00 pm at the Fairlee Fire Station. This has been arranged with the Oxbow 
Veterinary Clinic of Bradford, VT, and the Orford Town Clerk will be present. Attendance at 
this program is not only convenient, but offers the Rabies Shots at a reduced rate of $10.00. 


If people see an animal they suspect of being rabid, contact Orford Police Department or the NH 
Fish and Game Department. 


RSA 436:99, II-VI requires that all dogs and cats have a rabies vaccine once they reach the age of 3 months. The 
first rabies vaccine will be good for only one year, on a young dog or cat, but a two-or three-year vaccine will be 
given thereafter. 


Rabies is a viral disease which attacks the central nervous system in mammals including wild animals, pets and 
humans, If untreated, it is almost always fatal. Rabies is spread from a bite or contact with the saliva of an infected 
animal. An indication that an animal has rabies is a noted change in behavior, such as loss of normal fear of humans 
or a display of hostile actions. Rabies is impossible to diagnose without a medical test that can be done only after 
the infected mammal is dead. Rabies is preventable. Dogs, cats, horses and other domestic animal can be 
vaccinated against the disease. If the vaccinated pet comes into contact with an infected animal, the disease will not 
spread. However, humans that come into contact with the saliva from a rabid animal on their pet can get the disease. 
If exposed to saliva from any animal which may be suspected of carrying rabies, the wound or infected area should 
be soaked for 10 minutes in soap and water prior to going to the emergency room of a hospital. 
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2015 Report of Orford Education Funds Advisory Committee (OEFAC) 


The OEFAC was formed in late 2013 at the request of the Trustees of Trust Funds. 
The Trustees hold fiduciary responsibility for four funds created by bequests and 
donations from individuals. The beneficiaries are either the Orford School District, 
Orford students and/or school programs. With the Orford School system stopping 
operations, funds continued to earn interest but made no disbursements due to the 
lack of an approval system for use of the funds. After discussion with the office of 
the NH Registrar of Charitable Funds, the Trustees proposed the OEFAC be formed 
as an independent group. Trustees are charged with seeing that funds are used 
appropriately but should not be selecting the specific uses. 


The Funds concerned are: 

Hazen Morey High School Students Fund 

Menta Sawyer Scholarship 

Alice Mann Fund 

Orford Schools Fund for Excellence (Open to growth and accepting donations) 


The funds uses are restricted to use benefitting Orford students. 


The OEFAC has five members serving staggered three year terms: one appointed by 
the Orford Select Board, one RISD Board Member who lives in Orford, one RISD 
senior administrator or designee from the RISD K-12 faculty serving Orford 
students, one local area resident alumnus/a of a public school located in Orford, 
nominated by the Orford Alumni Association, and one Orford resident at large 
selected by the four other members. 


Awards made to date are: 
Graduating Class of 2014: $2,000 in Scholarships awarded to four Orford Students 
Graduating Class of 2015: $1,950 in Scholarships awarded to three Orford Students 


The Committee meets in late winter or early spring to set maximum amounts to be 
awarded in scholarships and for other educationally beneficial purposes. A formal 
written application process is open to graduating Orford seniors moving on to post 
secondary education. The RA Academy School Counselor has been most helpful in 

encouraging, distributing, and collecting applications. 


OEFAC will entertain requests for non-scholarship funds on an ad-hoc basis.

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GRAFTON COUNTY SENIOR CITIZENS COUNCIL, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 2015 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our communities’ 
older citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent 
in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln; operates adult in-home care from offices in 
Lebanon and Haverhill; and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink Resource Center 
and RSVP and the Volunteer Center. Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older 
adults and their families take part in a range of community-based long-term services 
including home delivered meals, community dining programs, transportation, outreach 
and counseling, elder care, chore/home repair services, recreational and educational 
programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2014-15, 64 older residents of Orford were served by the Council’s programs 
offered through the Orford, Horse Meadow and Upper Valley Senior Centers, as well as 
RSVP. Twenty-one Orford residents were assisted by ServiceLink. 

@ Older adults from Orford enjoyed 719 balanced meals in the company of 
friends in the senior dining rooms. 

@ They received 825 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring 
volunteers. 

@ Orford residents were transported to health care providers or other community 
resources on 35 occasions by volunteers. 

@ They received assistance with problems, crises or issues of long-term care 
through 62 contacts with ServiceLink and 33 appointments with the GCSCC 
outreach worker. 

@ Orford’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to work for a 
better community through 699.5 hours of volunteer service. 

The cost to provide Council services for Orford residents in 2013-2014 was $17,068.59. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home 
care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for older friends and neighbors. As 
our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the Council 
become even more critical. Orford’s population over age 60 has increased 57.4% over 
the past 20 years according the US Census data from 1990 to 2010. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Orford’s support for our 
programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and enable them to 
meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own communities and 
homes.

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission (UVLSRPC) has been providing 
professional planning assistance to municipal boards since 1963. The UVLSRPC coordinates inter- 
municipal planning, acts as a liaison between local and state/federal agencies, and provides advisory 
technical assistance on development issues. The Commission serves 27 communities in Grafton, 
Sullivan, and Merrimack Counties. 


The Commission’s highlight of 2015 was the adoption of the UVLSRPC Regional Plan (available 
online at regionalplan.uvlsrpc.org). This plan is based on the most extensive public engagement 
process in the Commission’s history and presents a bold vision for the future development of our 
region over the next twenty years. In addition to the adoption of the Regional Plan, UVLSRPC 
highlights for 2015 included: 


Responding to more than 150 municipal requests for technical assistance. 

e Coordinating four Household Hazardous Waste Collections that served over 1,000 
households in the region. 

e Coordinating with the NH Department of Transportation to develop the 2017-2026 Ten-Year 
Transportation Improvement Plan with approved projects totaling more than $125 million 
over the next ten years in the UVLSRPC region. 

e Completing more than 110 traffic counts across the region. 

e Securing funding to conduct a feasibility study for a new transit service along the I-89 
corridor linking New London and Grantham to Lebanon and Hanover. 

e Assisting five communities in the region (Claremont, Newbury, Orford, Springfield, and 
Wilmot) with circuit rider planning services. 

e Assisting five communities (Washington, Newport, Grantham, Sunapee, and Goshen) in 
updating their local Hazard Mitigation Plans. 

e Assisting seven communities in the Sugar River watershed (Claremont, Cornish, Croydon, 
Goshen, Grantham, Newport, and Sunapee) in developing Fluvial Erosion Hazard appendices 
for their local Hazard Mitigation Plans.
